Ando Hiroshige (1797-1858) is one of the most prominent of the Ukiyo-e 
artists. Ukiyo-e (“Pictures of the Floating World”) woodcut prints developed in 
Japan in the 16th Century. Largely created for and by members of the lower 
classes, these mass produced works depicted such popular subjects as folklore, 
Kabuki actors, geisha women and samurai warriors. 

New excitement was instilled in the art form with the introduction of 
landscape prints in the late 1700’s. Katsushika Hokusai (creator of the famous 
“Thirty-Six Views of Mt. Fuji”) and later Hi.roshige were masters of this 
interpretive style depicting people and the lyrical, natural elements of the 
Japanese landscape! 

Hiroshige’s “Fifty-three Stations of the Tokaido” was inspired during his 
journey along the well-travelled seacoast highway in 1832. This picturesque 
route was used during the Tokugawa Period as the link between the ancient 
Capitol of Edo (Tokyo) and the Imperial Palace in Kyoto. Consisting of 
fifty-five prints, the series includes one print for each of the fifty-three rest 
stations along the route and one of each of the terminals at either end. The 
entire collection met with enthusiastic public response upon publication in 
1834, placing Hiroshige in a position of artistic prominence surpassing even that 
of his predecessor Hokusai. 

The Ukiyo-e Collection of Mr. Tokichi Sakai dates back five generations to his 
great-grandfather, Rihei Sakai, a friend and patron of Hokusai and Hiroshigd. 
The collection consists of over one hundred thousand prints and is believed to be 
the largest of its kind in the world. Travelling exhibitions from the Sakai 
Collection have circulated throughout the United States, Europe and Asia. 

The City Culture and Arts Program is indebted to Mr. Sakai for generously 
assembling and loaning this exhibition for the cultural enrichment of our 
community. We also wish to thank the Japanese Consulate General in Honolulu 
for its invaluable assistance in coordinating this event.
